The Farmers of Maniteba Are Net Geing 
inte Webt as They Used to Be. 

The Minister of the Interior notes that 
the farmers of Manitoba are not going into 
debt as they were wont to do, They appear 
to be drawing closer to the rule of paying 
as they go. This is no doubt partly from 
choice and partly from necessity, but it is 
clearly a change for the better. The farmers 
have tasted of both the sweet and the bitter 
ruita of the credit system. It came to their 
aid with many of the instruments of pro- | 
duction that they otherwise must have 
done without for years. It eased the early 
atruggles of the pioneers, It assisted in the 
development of the country. But it was 
carried to excess, and it bore its after-crop 
oLevils. The country was naturally o land 
of promise, and farmers were giving, and 
traders were taking, its promise moatlavish- | 
ly. For their impiements, for some of their | 
live stock, and for some of the articles of 
merchandise, the settlers had not to sue for 
eredit 

IT WAS PRESSED UPON TUEM. 


When a man has liberal credit he is not 
likely to keep wichin the strict bonds of 
econony. He is buying more or less blind | 
ly, and is under the temptation to provide | 
himself with more stock than will repro- 
duce ite value within the time notes are 
meturing. If his money s not forth. | 
coming when it is due he is allowed to 
plunge more deeply. He becomes entangl- 
ed in liens and chatvel mortages, and per- 
haps in the end funds the whole debt iaa 
farm mortage. Meanwhile interest is eat- 
ing inte his earnings. For thie abuse of 
the credit system the people who are eager | 
to eell are far more responsible than the-

Another place that may yet figare prom- 
inently in the war news is Shan hai kwan, 
the Chinese seaport,about 200 miles almost 
directly east of Pekin. Here is the sea 
end of the great Chinese wall, whose ruins 
may atill be traced for many hundreds of 
miles scross China. Here also the great 
highway from Manchuria leaves the sea 
and leads directly to Pekin. It is thought 
that this place may be the starting point 
on Chinese soil from which Japan will order 
her army forward to the capture of Pekin.

She May Completely Change all Existing 
@aternational Belations tn the East. 

By their victories on land and sea the 
Japauese have demonstrated in the only 
accepted way their “right toa recognized 
place in the tamily ofmations. Henceforth 
a new power must be reckoned with, and 
if her career of conquest is not arrested by 
European intervention a warlike and ag- 
gressive people, flushed with victory, may 
completely change all existing international 
relations in the East. 

If Japan goes on to the triumph which 
now seems within her grasp, there is 
little hkelihood that ashe will be content 
to remain an island power playing a miaor 
and unobserved part in the great drama of 
history. Her people are already pleased 
tothink themselves the English of the 
Orient, and they will undoubtedly follow 
England's example in reaching out for ter- 
ritory in the mainland of Asia and in the 
islands of the Pacific. With a strong navy 
the Philippine islands will offer great 
temptation. The possessions of Spain and 
Holland im those Eastern waters will not 
be secureagainst a nation of 44,000,000 
people, conscious of power and eager 
to prove it. We already know that 
Japan has cast covetous eyes on the Sand- 
wich islands, and will Australia be content 
to remain a British colony when her inter- 
eats, perhaps her safety, may demand free- 
dom of action in her relations with a pow- 
erful neighbor ? 

In commerce as in international politics 
Japan will have to"be considered. She has 
stepped forth from the poetic Oriental 
dreamland and has become one of the forces 
in tho world of civilization. That she will 
be « growing power is evident to all who 
have atudied her progress since she opened 
her porta to commerce and her mind to 
Western ideas.

A Red Sea Phenomenon.

Muca sarprise had been expremsed at the 
uselessnees of the Chinese fleet in the war 
ageinst Japan, The former power has in 
commission 60 European build and model. 
led versele. Twenty-three of these are of 
the best modelled types of their class.

China's fleet has accomplished nothing 
for two causes. The first, is that China is 
short of navel officers ; the second, abd it 
almost as important as the first, is the 
nearly total collapse of the steam engineer- 
ing department of the navy. Before the 
present war began the chief engineers of 
alithe principal modern cruisers and war 
vetsqla were Europeans, Service under a 
mative captain in the Chinese fleet was 
never very agreeableat beat. Nothing bat 
the large compensation they received kept 
them in their places. Bat when the war 
began and the natural antagonism between 
the two races became pronounced, every 
English and Scottish chief engineer quit 
the service. They were soon followed by 
the Germans and the few other foreigners. 
Though thé Chinese artificer is a 
metal. worker, he does not comprehend the 
scientific features of high-class steam 
engineering. He has no text-booke in his 
language, and he cannot read English, 
French, or German. Thus the Chinese 
ironclads have pen had their highest quali- 
ties, in the matter of speed, developed, be- 
cause the engineers do not know how to 
produce the beat effects, 

Another most serious weakness is a lack 
of proper “stoking.” All naval officers are 
well aware of the vast importance of good 
“firing” on men-ofewar, Kren with the 
beat trained firemen in the world, they 
often fall short in = the highest 

peed because of imperfect firing. The 
Chinaman is not a stoker stall by nature 
and it is difficult to make one out of him 
by training. They seem to be unable to 
understand how the boilers should be treat- 
ed and the furnaces managed. Their local 
coal, too, is very bad, and, as English coal 
is etpensive, it is the object of the Chinese 
naval commander to consume as little as 
possible, on the score of ecunomy, 

China will never be a naval power until 
her high officials learn that a good fleet 
cannot be maintained except at a great ex- 
pense. There ia nota native captain, or 
even an admiral, who would dare under- 
take to circummavigate the globe. China, 
up to thie time, has neve: had mach need 
for a seagoing fleet, Its service has chiefly 
demanded veasels of the gunboat order that 
could be used in the shallow waters of 
sounds and rivers. They are not sailors at 
all, and now they are confronted by condi- 
tions that were unexpected and unprepared 
for, they do notin the least understand 
what they should do. The Chinese mind 
is alow to p or comprehend new condi- 
tions, This is why they ere so much be- 
hind — in the comprehension of Euro- 
pean military and naval tactics, 

fhese explanations come from a British 
captain now in the north-west Chinese seas, 
and a French admiral in the same waters, 
Their views are singularly slike in assign: 
ing the causes of China’s failure to utilize 
to the highest degree her really excellent 
ships, ironclads, and cruisera,

Performance of a New Terpedo [Boat on 
the Thames—( Wigh"Rate of Speed Be-

The Criminal Stattsties of Thix Country 
Tell 9 Piseredt¢a bie Hers. 

During the past few weeks brotal and 
atrocious crimes have occurred with « fre- 
quency that is caloulated to whake the op- 
timiet's faith in bis fellow-men. Apparent 
ly im scoordamse with the theory that 
countries are swept by alternate waves of 
vice and virtue, one crime leading to anoth-

Ontario is having ite experience with the 
wave that leaves blood and ruin in ite 
wake. itis generally admitted that the 
Primary causes of crime are poverty, ig- 
Rorance, and a demoralizing course of pris- 
on discipline, and that, in proportion aa a 
people become well instructed and com: 
fortable, so will they. becéme free from 
crime, happy, and, morally speaking, tnno- 
cent. Mut there dees not keem to be eulll- 
cient reason for attributing the apparently 
increasing criminality of Cntario and in 
Canada to these causes, for we are tecover- 
ing from an era of depression, we are being 
better educated than ever before, and our 
prison discipline is being steadily improved. 
The criminal statiatics of last year, never, 
theless, told a melancholy tale, for it was 
shown that there were in Canada, in 1893, 
4,630 convictions for indictable offences, br 
9.36 per 10,000 inbabitanta, as againet 
4,040 or 8.23, per 19,000 inhabitants 
in 1392. This increase is explained partly 
by the fact that in 1803 a different method 
was adopted in making the returna, bat the 
change accounts for only 200 of the 690 
additional convictions, fi during the pre- 
sent year, the number of minor offences 
bas mn p tronate to the aumber 
of heinous crimes that have saccked 
the laweabiding section of the 
community, it is safe to say that the 
criminal etatistice will again tell a dis.

& Beay Canadian Tews with a Repatation 
ter Interesting Weddings, 


The fall marrying season is in fall ewing 
in Pembroke, Ont., says an American 
paper. This is the bustling town that 
porters on the railroad say has more 
weddings than any other in proportion to 
ite population. It has about 56,000 real- 
deote and probably more pretty girls than 
any other town of ite size in Canada. 
Soores of ita young men have gone away 
to get aetartin life, bat it seems an in- 
variable rule that they shallcome back to 
Pembroke to get married. 

Travellers get a glimpse of these young 
women often as the trains go through 
Pembroke, now that the time tables on the 
road have been changed so that the east 
and west bound through trains pass that 
place in the daytime. The young women 
often come down to the station, and one 
teee at a glance that they area merry 
bright-faced lot, with ruddy cheeke and 
overflowing with good nature. They, 
laugh and even romp some, as well ae 
occasionally cast sheep's eyes at the train 
while it waite. The town looks like some 
of the flourishing places in northern 
New York and is in the heart of the beau. 
tifal Ottawa valley, which resembles the 
Mohawk valley to some extent, and in 
certain times of the year acema even more 
fertile, The young women of the town 
are in keeping with the place, It is said 
that few of the young men who leave there 
ever marry in the towns or cities to which 
they go, and that nine times out of ten 
they come to wed their former sweethearts. 

Juneand October,of course,are the marry- 
ing months, Ip those months the platform 
of the station is often crowded with friends 
of some newly wedded couple, come down 
to give them « send-off on their wedding 
trip. Frequently three or four of these 
wedding parties are at the station, and the 
whole town seetna to be there with th em. 
Ataugh times the conductor hasa hard

HUNGARY’S THOUSANDTH YEAR. 


Great Preparations Belmx Made for a 
Millemnial Celebration, 


The Hangarians are making preparations 
on a grand acale for millennial exhibition! 
and the government addressed a prayer to 
the emperor that he might lend them all 
the historic relics in hia possession which 
have any connection with Hungarian his. 
tory. The emperor granted the re. 
quest and a number of Hungarian 
historians and antiquarians have come to 
Vienna to study the imperial collections 
and make # list of the objects in ques- 
tion, They have selected a great num- 
ber, which represent a value of 2,000,000 
florine—if the value of unique historical 
relics can be expressed in figures. Among 
these objects are copies of the portraits in 
relivf of King Mathias, Corvinus and Queen 
Beatrix, a bronze bust of Mary, Queen of 
Hungary ; bronze reliefs of Adriea Fries, 
illustrating the Hungarian ware , the rem- 
hante of the crown of King Andreas and 
the imperial globe, dating from the four. 
teenth century ; the double cross that be- 
longed to Lewis the Great, with relica of 
Christ's cross ; a map of Hangary engraved 
ina metal plate, a nautilus-dhaped cup, 
with the arms of the Batthyania, It is

in Hungary to prevent these objects from 
returning to Vienna when once they have 
been in the Hungarian capits! ; and if they 
are left there surely Prague would ask for all 
that referred to Bohemia in the imperial 
collections, and Cracow for all that referred 
to Poland.

Boiled Caulidower.— Wash and trim and 
lay in weak salt and water to draw out any 
insects that may have found refuge within 
it; then put in a bag made of mosquito 
net and into boiling, well salted water, 
Let boil an hour ;drain it, keeping it hot 
and whole ; pour over it a drawn batter 


sauce and send to the table, where it should 
be cut up with a silver knife. 

Cauliflower in Cream.-—Prepare as above, 
but only boilhalfan hour, Drain off the 
water and simmer half an hour longer in 
one pint each of milk and hot water, with 
‘wo teaspoonfuls of salt, Take it up ten- 
derly with « skimmer and serve with a 
cream sauce made as tollows: Puta pint | 
of cream ins double boiler and let it just 
come to a boil, Have ready a tablespoonful 
of flour in which you have put salt and | 
white pepper to taste, Reserve enough af 
the cream (a little over half acupful) to mix 
this smooth, then #tir into the boiling | 
cream, Let it soil two'or three minutes 
and werve with the cauliflower. This is a 
nice sauce for nearly every kind of vege- 
table and also for fish, 


Escalloped Cauliflower,—(Cook as direct- 
ed for boiled cauliflower, Let drain and | 
break the “ flowers” apart. Have ready 
« pintof cream @auce made as above, and 
two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese for 
each cauliflower, Put a layer of the cauli- 
flower in « baking dish; dipover it sufficient 
sauce to moisten it; sprinkle with grated 
cheese and a pinch of cracker crambe ; then 
another layer of cauliflower, sauce, ete., 
till the dish if full; cover with a layer of 
cracker crumbs and cheese, dotting with 
bite of butter. Bake balf an pour.

Death of Sir Alfred Stephen. 

The tirat Australian member of the 
British Privy Council, the author of the 
criminal code of New South Wales, the 
Right Honorable Sir Alfred Stephen. G. C. 
M. G., died recently at Sydney, at the age 
of 92. He was born in St, Kitts, in the 
West Indies, in 1902; studied law at 
Lincoln's Inn, and emigrated to Van Die 
man’s Land in 1824. In 1839 he was ap- 

inted to the Supreme Bench of New 
Roush Walesa, of which be became Chief 
Justice five years later, eg in 1875, 
after thirty-four years’ service.

A little flaxseed 
properly prepared, returne to the milk a 
ri of the fat removed by skimming, and 
esi the bowels inorder, EF 
times ita bulk ot water for 20 minutes, or 
until it makes a jelly. Two tablespoonfule | 
of this jelly placed in each gallon of milk 
fed the calves with a handful or two 
of bran, according to the age of the 
ealf, willmake large, sleek, choice animals. 
Too much bran fed to very young calves ia | 
notdemrable. There is no comparison be- 
tween fall calves carefully . reared in the 
barn in this way for the first six months, 
and spring calves turned out to battle with 
flies inside of two months after birth. The 
evidence is wholly in favor of the fall 
calves. And it issurprising how soon they 
begin to eat hay. Give them the beat 
early cut, Many are beginning to find a 
similar course satisfactory for veal produc- 
tion, slightly increasing the jelly with full 
rations of milk, but not enough to cloy the 
appetite. Some feed a little corn meal in 
conjunction with the ration when fattening 
ms This must be used judiciously—not 
more than half a pint ata meal to the old- 
est, biggest calves. Such veal at this season

Of all forms of pesti- 
lence it has been most destructive, (Other 
plagues have surpassed it in destructiveness 
for atime, bat smallpox, in addition to 
epidemic visitations, has permanently local- 
ized iteel{ in every country it has reached, 
remaining ever ready totake advantage 
of favorable conditions to assume the epi- 
demic form, No climate is free from its 
Negroes and inhabitants of warm 


A century ago it was 


bore in blindness or other forms of suffering 
or disfigurement traces of having been 
attacked by this fearful enemy of mankind, 

Ancient Arabian manuscripts have been 
discovered which gave a frightful picture of 
the ravages of smallpox in the Abyssinian 
army during the siege of Mecca in the year 
569 A.D. At about the same period, or 
soon after, it is known to have raged sll 
ever Europe. The earliest positive histori- 
eal records of the plague do not date 
further back than the latter part of the 
sixth century, but there is not much doubt 
that the epidemic which depopulated the 
world in the first century wae smallpox. 
Seneca, describing the pestilence in Thebes, 
wrote : ‘Oh, new and direful face of death: 
A flaming vapor burns the body's citadel, 
amall spots beaprinkle the skin, the eyes are 
stiffened, and the dark blood bursting the 
veins distills from the contracted nostrils,’ 

Smallpox visited Europe a number of 
timeain the ninth and tenth centuries, 


l In the eleventh and twelfth centuries it 


was greatly spread by the ware of the 
Crusades, being the only perceivable 
recompense brought back by the religions 


expeditions from the East to their respective 
countries, From Europe it was conveyed 
by the Spaniards to Mexico and South 
America, and was thence diffused over the 
New World. It devastated Mexico in 
1527, destroying

THE CURSE OF THE ROMANOFFs. 


The Rassian frare Have all Died Before 
the Age of Sixty Five, 

James Russell Lowell used to tell this 
story to intimate friends, It waa told him 
by John Lothrop Motley: *'In 1833, jase 
before the Crimean war commenced, the 
venerable Baron von Humboldt came to 


London on a very important confidential i 


mission, He called upon Lord Palmerston, 
and eaid:—* | know « war is imminent be- 
tween Engiand and her 
hand and Russia, If yo 
make diplomatic delays, do anyth 
gain time for a year or two, there will be 
no need to be a war.’ ‘Why ? Palineraton 
asked. * Because Nicholas of Russia will 
die within two years, The fatal curse of 
the Romanofis is on him. Do you not know 
that a great seeress told Peter the Great 
that no male member of the Romanoffs 
would ever live to see his GSth year?” ‘But 
Nicholas is not yet 50,’ Palmerston an. 
swered, ‘I wish to save an immense flow of 
human blood,’ said old Hamboldt, solemaly 
1 kuow that the Czar will die within twe 
years.” ‘Lord Palmerston wae greatly 
impressed with Baron Humboldt's e:ate- 
ments, But he could not hold his own 
hand then. Frauce, in view of Louisa 
Napoleon's ready recognition by Palmor- 
ston and all Europe followed hia lead, was 
then ready to take the field. So the 
Crimean war had to go on. But Nicholas of 
Russia died within four months of the two 
years’ limit given him by von Humbolt.” 
Leaving the pomesr outof the question 
itisa faney of history thatthe Russian 
Caars have all died before 65. Alexander 
IfI’s grandfather,the half insane Czar Paul 
and the four heads of the Romanoffs before 
Nicholas ali died before 30,and of the same 
disease that has been so deadly to Alexan- 
der 111. Alexander 1., at one time Napo- 
leon’s great ally, then his enemy, who so 
aided in the downfall of the French Empire 
died when he was 48 of **monomania, bord- 
dering on insanity,” says history. Met- 
ternich, the great Austrian Sen of 
that date, bluntly declares he was insane. 
The Grand Dake Constantine, who was 
really entitled to the Russian throne, 
waived hie right in favor of Alexander 1. 
He had sense enough to be aware that he 
was not mentally fit to rule such an empire 
os Russia, He diedin his 52ad year of 
hat would now be called cerebro—spinal 
meningitia. The Grand Duke Michael was 
killed in his 48th year by a fall from his 
horse while in a fit. He had shown signa of 
madness so often that it wasa question 
whether it wassafe for him to be at large. 
So goes the long but never changing 
record of the Romanoffs for two centuries, 
Alexander III. was personally a moat 
kindly man, and remarkably free from 
the grosser vices. He drank « little red 
wine sometimos, but no strong liquors, and 
he abhorred drunkenness, as did his father 
before him.

Te 
has long since been ascertained that the 
microbe of « disease does not kill of itself, 
But it excretes « poison 


KNOWN AS ITS TOXINE, 
which causes the manifestations of the 
disease in the human system, It has also 
long since been known that nature tries to 
combat this toxine which the microbe 
excretes. Hence the old saying. ‘‘Nat- 
ure cures. ‘The physician can only 
help nature.” As soon then as mictobe- 


enter the system and begin to excrete 
toxines, natare gets to work manufacturing 
an anti-toxine to combat them, Some 
constitutions readily furnish this anti-toxine 
substance and easily overcome the poison.

SMOKING IN CHURCH. 


A Practice That @ace Extated in Ensg- 
land and Scotland. 

We often hear men say in anawer to ur- 
gent invitations from their wives and daugh- 
tera to accompany them to church, ‘Oh, if 
I could only smoke in church I would go,” 
and this is looked upon as a knock-down 
argument, for no one in thesy days would 
think of desecratinga church with the fames 
of tobacco, It may, therefore, be interest- 
ing to some people to know that there was 
atime when smoking in church was prace 
ticed in England and Scotland. 

Sir Walter Scott, in his ‘‘Heart of Mid- 
Lothian,” refers to one Duncan, of Knock- 
undar, animportant personage, who smoked 
during the whole of the sermon, from an iron 
pipe, tobacco borrowed from other worship- 
ers. Weare told that at “the end of the 
discourse he knocked the ashes out of his 
pipe, replaced it in his sporan, returned the 
wo pouch to its owner and joined in the 
prayer with decency and attention.”

The New Owners. 


On Saturday last we had the oppor- 
tunity of interviewing Mr. F. Straith- 
Miller, manager of the Bannockburn 
mines and mill, on his way from ‘a 
visit to Toronto. Mr. Miller called at 
this office to inspect the wonderful 
little electric gasoline engine that runs 
the Review presses, and courteously 
gave the editor some interesting infor- 
mation regarding the work at Bannock- 
burn during the past few months. The 
firm now operating the mines and mill 
is Miller & Sills, the former being a 
practical miner of large experience, and 
Mr. Sills a Chicago capitalist with 
abundant means to successfully carry 
on the work. Mr. Miller ‘had experi- 
ence in the Madoc gold mines about 15 
years ago, and during his life has been 
around the whole world in minin 
Operations, so that he is well qualifie 


to know good property when he comes 
in contact with it. 


The Bannockburn Mine. 


The present owners commenced work 
in the Bannockburn mine in July last. 
mine is situated on lot 28, 5th con. 
of Madoc, in which the village of Ban- 
nockburn stands. The mine has been 
“worked” at intervals almost since the 
memorable “ gold excitement,” but the 
erent owners never seemed to have 
the nerve or capital to continue opera- 
tions very long. The mill is a ten- 
stamp crusher, and Messrs. Miller & 
Sills have spent some thousands of 
dollars since they took hold of the 
property, renovating the mill, adding 
new and improved machinery including 
tue vanners, Cook’s amalgamator, eto, 
Mr. Miller informs us that some won- 
derful shows of gold havé been dis- 
covered on sinking the shafts, free gold 
with sulphates being found frequently. 
The vein at the bottom shaft now shows 
& width of about 2) feet of good ore. 
The owners consider the appearances of 
the mine -very satisfactory, and more 
extensive operations will be conducted 
in the future. Since commencing they 
have employed from 15 to 20 men con- 
tinuously. The work so far has been 
chiefly of a test character, but they 
have neverthelsas taken out some valu- 
able * bricks” of the precious metal. 
At present they are somewhat hindered 
Y water in the shafts, and it was for 
overcoming this that Mr. Miller was 
looking up a small power similar to 
the Review engine for pumping. 

The same firm have sent a gang of 
men to pe up the Quinlan mine on 
lot 2, 2nd concession of Tudor, which 
promises to be another valuable gold 
mine. The ore from this mine will | be

Output of Cheese. 


Prof. Robertson, Dominion Dairy 
Commissioner. has just returned from 
a trip to the Maritime Provinces. He 
says the output of cheese in the Gov- 
ernment dairy stations on Prince Ed- 
ward Island was 12.022 boxes. The 
value last year was less than $50,000. 
year the increased production 
brought it to $80,000. ‘The total quan- 
tity of milk received was 4,259 tons. 
Prof. Robertson estimated that the 
value of the cheese and butter for ex- 
port from the island might reach $500,- 
000 anuually before ten years passed, 
from the time he started the first dairy 
station there in 1892. It looks as 
though the estimate would be exceeded. 
Several of the young men from Prince 

Island have come up to act as 
assistants at the new dairy school at 
Kin n, Ont. The department’s 
work in Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick in making nearly as much and as 
substantial progress.
